man whnoamc in at fi::iO o'clock on u lo- 
cal from Jellleo says the inJnerN at JeHl- 
oow«re wlUlIyoxo.ted to-day and under 
arms.

the aid of the guards there. 
Under the 


orders of the adjutant general the rail- 
road authorities furnished a train to 
take them to Oliver Springs. While thu 
troops were boarding the train at the 
depot a mob of more than 100 miners 
tore up the track so that the train could 
not proceed. The troops then left and 
started

to 
their 
garrison.

A local passenger train which passed 


Coal Crook shortly after dark 
was 


boarded by eighty-two miners, heavily 
nrmcd. They put pistols to the hnod's 
of the conductor and fireman and made 
them run the- train to Clinton. Then 
the coaches wero detached and loft 
standing, with the passengers In n tor- 
rorl/ed condition. The engineer was 
then forced to couple to some coal cars 
and tako the minors to Oliver Hp>ingn. 
They refused to pay fare or to do any- 
thing clic except at their own sweet 
will. 


Chief Train Dispatcher Xeiglor, under 


the orders of his superiors, has aban 
dnned all trains on the Knoxville 
Jk 


Ohio to-night. The mobs atCoalCreekt 
Clinton, Oliver Springs and other places 
have placed dynamite under the rail 
road rails to prevent the running o 
trains. This H done to keep the mllltla 
out.

Oliver Springs, where the latest out- 


break has occurred, Is a little mining 
town in Anderson county. It is on the 
W oldens ridge road. The defenses con- 
sist of a block house and about fifty 
guards. About breakfast 
time 
the 


miners came to the stockade. They de- 
manded the surrender of the place. 
Fire was at once opened. Several hun- 
dred miners on one side glanced down 
the barrels of thoir weapons and streaks 
of flame leaped from the muzzles as'cho 
leaden messengers sped toward tho 
blockhouse. 


The guards manfully answered and 


the sharp crack of tho rifles struck ter- 
ror to the hearts of the assailanta. A 
flag of truce was raised. Capt. Farris 
respected it and called to the leader to 
come und talk with him. Both sides 
rested on thoir arms while tho wounded 
were removed. It IB impossible to say 
how many of the miners were wounded 
or killed. Two guards wero slightly 
hurt. Quiet then reigned for 
some 


time and hurried messages were sent 
to the governor. 


In the meanwhile a new company re- 


cently formed nt Harriman went to the 
scene. Twenty-eight men from Knox- 
ville also went to the battle ground.

What Decatur Chineso Must Do. 


The treasury department, acting nnder 


the Q|ary Chinese exclusion act, has 
made u ruling by which all Chinese now 
in this country are required to furnish 
the government with three photographs 
of themselves. One of these is to be at- 
tached to the application for » certificate, 
one attached to the certificate and the 
third to a duplicate of such certificate. 
This measure is applied under th« an- 
ihmiy of section fl of the Geary act, 
which provides tlmt it sliull be the duty 
of all Chinese) laborers within the limits 
of the United States who are entitled to 
remain m the United States, lu apply to 
the collector of internal rovehno of their 
respective districts for n oertiuoate of 
residence.
